Doak adds; 
“T he m ajor point Is th a t the Ameri­ 
can people'have a right 
to 
deport 
crim inal aliens, and aliens who have 
come illegally into this country. 
I 
know of no m ore im portant work be­ 
fore the country than to rid itself of 
alien crim inals.’* 
The secretary said his deportation 
pro g ram required better co-operation 
from state and municipal authorities 
and stronger laws. Tn several respecta 
his position varied from that endorsed 
by the commission. He said the cases 
referred to by Oppenhelm er in support 
fo his charge« arose prior to Doak’s 
term, when* Jam es J. Davis was secre­ 
tary of labor. 
President Hoover U> understood to

their monoplane In a lagoon here at 
4 A M C8T. today. 
The flying couple, en route to Japan 
on a leisurely vacation jaunt, made 
th«* 535-mile jaunt from Akla»r1k, N. 
W. T , through fog and against head­ 
winds In six and a half hours. 
NatlVes came out in their skin boats 
and flags were flying in the village to 
welcome Colonel Lindbergh and hi« 
wife as he brought his scarlet and 
black monoplane to a graceful land- 
tnc. 
It was foggy and misty but It did 
not ham per the enthusiasm of th« na­ 
tives. Colonel Lindbergh and hta wife 
also appeared particularly happy to 
reach Point Barrow after 
their 
en­ 
forced w ait a t Aklavlk. 
The Lindberghs left Aklavlk at 8:80 
CST. Friday after being held for three 
days and two nights by bad weather 
along their route to Point Barrow. 
Their journey during the night waa 
over s flat, desolate Arctic country. 
Only grass and flowers dot the area. 
Lindbergh battled fog 
and 
head­ 
winds a good part of the way but fin­ 
ally word was received here by the 
signal corps radio station from Mrs.

their m onoplane in a lagoon here a t 
4 A. M. CST. today. 
The flying couple, en route to Japan 
on a leisurely vacation jau n t, made 
the 535-mile ja u n t from Aklavik, N. 
W. T., through fog and against head­ 
winds in six and a half hours. 
NutiVes cam e out in their skin boats 
and flags w ere flying in the village to 
welcome Colonel Lindbergh and his 
wife as he brought his scarlet and 
black m onoplane to a graceful land­ 
ing. 
It w as foggy and m isty but it did 
not ham per the enthusiasm of th e na­ 
tives. 
Colonel Lindbergh and his wife

The Lindberghs left Aklavik at 9:30

T imes arr not so bad, according: to the MinneaiwdiM Tribune, 
which summarizes conditions and asserts that Minnesota’s resi­ 
dents paid $ 1 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 more for their automobiles lust year than 
they did for the food that they ate, those colossal figure-gatherers 
in the United States census bureau tell us. Spending more than a 
million dollars with 31,000 retail store*. Minnesotans pun based 
over $ 2 2 0 ,4 0 0 ,0 0 0 worth of automobiles while they paid $202,- 
000,000 for food during 1980. It would l»e entirely too obvious to 
point any moral or to lecture about the cross currents in pros­ 
perity so evident in these figures. If there has t»een retrogression 
we have been admirably equipped to do our retrograding on 
wheels. As long as Minnesota spends more for automobiles than 
it does for food it is perfectly safe to surmise that there are com­ 
paratively few who have gone hungry. 
Another interesting fact brought out in this business sur­ 
vey Is the comparative volume handled by independent merchants, 
chains and mail order houses. Alarmists have for a long time 
been predicting the ultimate disappearance of the independent 
businessman. Yet in spite of the fact thatl 1929 and 1930 were 
years which saw an unusual expansion in the number of units 
controlled by chain organizations in Minnesota the independent 
stores did 09.77 j>er cent of the total business. Chain stores, both 
national and sectional, handled 11.85 per cent of Minnesota’s re­ 
tail business, while mail order houses did 5.08 per cent of the total 
volume. Minnesota’s 2,000 country general stores alone did a to­ 
tal business valued at more than $57,230,000.

Chip of Meteor Strikes Nr ar Hrainertl 


WEED, well, Sleepy Eye, Minneapolis and the rest of south­ 
ern Minnesota have l>een basking for some time in the effulgent 
glory of having a meteor hurst right into their backyard. Cana­ 
dian fliers about to visit the Twin Cities ducked the meteor as a 
matter of habit for it resembled the pyrotechnics of the World 
War. 
There Is no department in the Dispatch that makes a spe­ 
cialty of meteors, hut any man, whether scientist or not, will con­ 
cede that a meteor flying through space generates friction in its 
contact with the atmosphere and no doubt throws off particles 
which in turn create the fiery tail and the smoke. The big meteor 
of the evening of August 4, according to Alderman W. J. Lyonais, 
looked like a Isolated Fourth of July sky rocket. 
Now comes a letter to the Dispatch from I*. S. Ithoades, 
whose home is at 3237 Cedar Avenue, Minneapolis, and who is 
summering on North Round lake, 10 miles from Brainerd. His 
•lake address is Rt. 5, Box 119 A. We quote Mr. Rhoades: 
‘‘While fishing in (North) Round lake night be* fore last (Aug­ 
ust 4) at about 7:30 o’clock, I saw a flaming meteor about 6 
inches wide and 8 feet long plunge into the lake not more than 
200 yards from me. It sizzled considerably as it went into the 
water. It was quite an unusual experience and am passing it on 
to you for your inform ation.” 
Had this chip of the big meteor scored a direct hit on Mr. 
Rhoades’ boat there would have been no further record of tin* 
fisherman.

Six hundred men and women assembled at Minneapolis and 
discussed the job situation. Dr. Roy L. Smith, pastor of Simpson 
Methodist church, was one of the speakers at this community 
meeting. The point at issue was problems grow ing out of the em­ 
ployment of married women. 
Rev. Smith is quoted as saying that no blanket rule that 
would remove all married women from their jobs would solve the 
problem justly, although there are many cases in which several 
members of one family are holding jobs when they do not need 
the income. 
The minister maintains that every man and woman who 
takes a job without needing work should be made to feel that h< 
is taking someone else’s livelihood. He suggested a citizens’ com­ 
mittee to investigate conditions and get up a preferred list of un­ 
employed. That would give the employer some data to work on. 
Each case should be dealt with on its merits. 
Of the Minneapolis teaching staff of 2,500, there are 500 
married women employed. They are protected by the teachers 
tenure law, 
Married women with husbands amply able to provide for 
them, should in these di^ys of scarcity in employment give up then 
ideas of earning extra pin money and give way to single g ir l; 
who seek work. The job situation, in all cities, towns and com 
m umties, is being given a searching investigation.

Riding to Prosperity 


T im e s are not so bari, according to the Minneapolis Tribune, 
which summarizes conditions and asserts that Minnesota’s resi­ 
dents paid $18,000,000 more for their automobiles last year than 
they did for the food that they ate, those colossal figure-gatherers 
in the United States census bureau tell us. Spending more than a 
million dollars with 31,000 retail stores, Minnesotans purchased 
over $220,400,000 worth of automobiles while they paid $202,- 
000,000 for food during 1930. It would be entirely too obvious to 
point any moral or to lecture about the cross currents in pros­ 
perity so evident in these figures. If there has been retrogression 
we have been admirably equipped to do our retrograding on 
wheels. As long as Minnesota spends more for automobiles than 
it does for food it is perfectly safe to surmise that there are com­ 
paratively few who have gone hungry. 
Another interesting fact brought out in this business sur­ 
vey is the comparative volume handled by independent merchants, 
chains and mail order houses. Alarmists have for a long time 
been predicting the ultimate disappearance of tho independent 
businessman. Yet in spite of the fact that 1929 and 1930 were 
years which saw an unusual expansion in the number of units 
controlled by chain organizations in Minnesota the independent 
stores did 69.77 per cent of the total business. Chain stores, both 
national and sectional, handled 11.85 per cent of Minnesota’s re­ 
tail business, while mail order houses did 5.08 per cent of the total 
volume. Minnesota’s 2,000 country general stores alone did a to­ 
tal business valued at more than $57,230,000. 
The last decade has been one that has seen great changes in 
the character and management of retail business in Minnesota, 
as well as elsewhere. That those changes have been for the better 
and have meant a sounder and more progressive group of retail­ 
ers is obvious on a visit to any average retail store today and is 
reflected in such gatherings of merchants as the Twin City Mar­ 
ket week. The number in attendance at these meetings is larger 
than last year and the interest shown in better business methods 
is greater than ever before. Minnesota’s billion dollar retail busi­ 
ness looks to the future unafraid, knowing that its foundation is 
sound. 


Chip of Meteor Strikes Near Brainerd 


W e l l, well, Sleepy Eye, Minneapolis and the rest of south­ 
ern Minnesota have been basking for some time in the effulgent 
glory of having a meteor burst right into their backyard. Cana­ 
dian fliers about to visit the Twin Cities ducked the meteor as a 
matter of habit for it resembled the pyrotechnics of the World 
War. 
There is no department in the Dispatch that makes a spe­ 
cialty of meteors, but any man, whether scientist or not, will con­ 
cede that a meteor flying through space generates friction in its 
contact with the atmosphere and no doubt throws off particles 
which in turn create the fiery tail and the smoke. The big meteor 
of the evening of August 4, according to Alderman W. J. Lyonais, 
looked like a belated Fourth of July sky rocket. 
Now comes a letter to the Dispatch from I’. S. Rhoades, 
whose home is at 3237 Cedar Avenue, Minneapolis, and who is 
summering on North Hound lake, IO miles from Brainerd. His 
lake address is RL 5, Box 119 A. We quote Mr. Rhoades: 
“While fishing in (North) Round lake night before last (Aug­ 
ust 4) at about 7 :30 o’clock, I saw a flaming meteor about 0 
inches wide and 8 feet long plunge into the lake not mort; than 
200 yards from me. It sizzled considerably as it went into the 
water. It was quite an unusual experience and am passing it on 
to you for your inform ation.” 
Had this chip of the big meteor scored a direct bit on Mr. 
Rhoades’ boat there would have been no further record of the 
fisherman.

Married Women's Jobs Discussed 


Six hundred men and women assembled at Minneapolis and 
discussed the job situation. Dr. Roy L. Smith, pastor of Simpson 
Methodist church, was one of the speakers at this community 
meeting. The point at issue was problems growing out of the em­ 
ployment of married women. 
Rev. Smith is quoted as saying that no blanket rule that 
would remove all married women from their jobs would solve the 
problem justly, although there are many cases in which several 
members of one family are holding jobs when they do not need 
the income. 
The minister maintains that every man and woman who 
takes a job without needing work should be made to feel that lie 
is taking someone else’s livelihood. He suggested a citizens’ com­ 
mittee to investigate conditions and get up a preferred list of un­ 
employed. That would give the employer some data to work on. 
Each case should he dealt with on its merits. 
Of the Minneapolis teaching staff of 2,500, there are 500 
married women employed. They are protected by the teachers 
tenure law. 
Married women with husbands amply able to provide for 
them, should in these d^ys of scarcity in employment give up their 
ideas of earning extra pin money and give way to single girls 
who seek work. The job situation, in all cities, towns and com­ 
munities, is being given a searching investigation.

T hat Inflexib ility of the law separat­ 
ing a deportab le alien from his fam ­ 
ily "violates the plainest dictates of 
hum anity.” 
That there is reason to b elieve m any 
are now deported who might b e per­ 
m itted to remain if their cases were 
properly considered. 
That patrol and imm igrant inspec­ 
tors "are Insufficient in num b er and 
generally have not the necessary quali­ 
fications properly to use their trem end­ 
ous authority.” 
That inspectors often act as detec­ 
tives tii uncover a case, then as court 
to try It and even as stenographer and 
interpreter during trial of the cases 
they have zealously worked up. 
That im m igrants are sub jected to 
these and other 
hardships 
b ecause 
m any of them do not understand the 
language or the proceedings and are 
unab le financially to employ attorneys 
to represent them. 
Recommendations and suggestions 
were: 
A b oard of alien appeal* should b e 
e s tab lis he d under the general lines of 
t he b oard of tax appeals to sit in final 
Judicial Judgment on all alien deporta­ 
tions, superceding the present im m i­ 
gration b oard. 
The lab or departm ent should b e de­ 
prived of alien 
depo rtatio n functions 
except those of Investigation and pro­ 
secution o f cases 
b efore 
the 
alien 
b oard. 
A higher class of imm igration In­ 
spectors should b e ob tained and some 
training provided for them. 
(Now 
m any are not 
even 
questioned 
in 
Washington b efore their appointm ent) 
Discretion should b e permitted the 
new b oard to let deportab le aliens re­ 
main If deportation would result in 
unnecessary 
hardship 
to 
American 
families. 
Attorneys should b e furnished aliens 
b y philanthropic societies Interested 
in that work, to assure a fair trial b e­ 
fore the b oard. 
Allens should not b e 
deported 
to 
countries where their political opin­ 
ions might 
c a u s e their death or ex­ 
trem e difficulty for them. 
Agencies for prevention of sm uggl­ 
ing aliens should b e Increased. 
In a seven-page summ ary, the com ­ 
mission ab solved aliens from the gen­ 
eral suspicion that the foreign b orn 
in this country have b een "responsib le 
for a disproportionate share of cur­ 
rent crime.” 
Pointing to the prob lem of the for­ 
eign b orn, it added: 
“No foreign b orn resident 
of 
the 
United States can ever b e sure that he 
will not suddenly b e made the sub ject 
of an adm inistrative process, carried 
on without his knowledge b y telegraph 
b etween an inspector in the field and 
a b ureau in Washington, which will 
find some irregularity in his entry or 
in his conduct, b reak the personal and 
property ties which he had estab lished 
in the United States, and return him 
to the country from whlqlj.Jtve came, 
where he will not b e 
welcome 
and 
where he has already found the con­ 
ditions of life too hard to endure.” 
Oppenheimer’s report relates m any 
Instances of hardship and cruelty.

That inflexibility of the law sep arat­ 
ing a deportable alien from his fam ­ 
ily “violates the plainest dictates of 
hum anity.” 
T hat there is reason to believe m any 
are now deported who might be per­ 
mitted to remain if their cases were 
properly considered. 
That patrol and imm igrant inspec­ 
tors “are insufficient in num ber and 
generally have not the necessary quali­ 
fications properly to use their trem end­ 
ous authority.” 
That inspectors often act as detec­ 
tives to uncover a case, then as court 
to try it and even as stenographer and 
interpreter during trial of the cases 
they have zealously worked up. 
That im m igrants are subjected to 
these and other 
hardships 
because 
many of them do not understand the 
language or the proceedings and are 
unable financially to employ attorneys 
to represent them. 
R ecom m endations and 
suggestions 
were: 
A board of alien appeals should be 
established under the general lines of 
the board of tax appeals to sit in final 
judicial judgm ent on all alien deporta­ 
tions, superceding the present imrni 
gration board. 
The labor departm ent should be de­ 
prived of alien deportation functions 
except those of investigation and pro­ 
secution of 
cases 
before 
the 
alien 
board. 
A higher class of imm igration in 
specters should be obtained and some 
training provided for them. 
(Now 
m any are not 
even 
questioned 
in 
W ashington before their appointm ent) 
Discretion should be permitted the 
new board to let deportable aliens re­ 
main if deportation would result in 
unnecessary 
hardship 
to 
American 
families. 
Attorneys should be furnished aliens 
by philanthropic societies interested 
in that work, to assure a fair trial be­ 
fore the board. 
Aliens should not be 
deported 
to 
countries where their political opin­ 
ions might cause their death or ex­ 
trem e difficulty for them. 
Agencies for prevention of sm uggl­ 
ing aliens should be increased. 
In a seven-page summary, the com­ 
mission absolved aliens from the gen­ 
eral suspicion that the foreign born 
in this country have been “responsible 
for a disproportionate share of cur­ 
rent crime.” 
Pointing to the problem of the for­ 
eign born, it added: 
“No foreign born resident 
of 
the 
United States can ever be sure that he 
will not suddenly be made the subject 
of an adm inistrative process, carried 
on w ithout his knowledge by telegraph 
between an inspector in the field and 
a bureau in Washington, which will 
find some irregularity in his entry or 
in his conduct, break the personal and 
property ties which he had established 
in the United States, and return him 
to the country from whiqty jhe came, 
where he will not be 
welcome 
and 
where he has already found the con­ 
ditions of life too hard to endure.” 
Oppenheim er’s report relates m any 
instances of hardship and cruelty. He

the world owe its am azing progress. 
Principally because he has devoted 
his g reat genius to creating useful

advancem ent of commerce and in­ 
dustry would not have been pos­ 
sible, Edison may justly claim to 
be the greatest inventor of all 
time. 
Born in Milan, Ohio, on F eb ru ­ 
ary l l , 184 7, of Dutch stock, Edi­ 
son came to New York hi 1830 
with his m other who was a teacher, 
which was lucky for young Edison 
as he was backward at school and 
soon tired of it, and it was from 
his m other that he learned much 
as a child. 
His first employment was as a 
newsboy on tin* Grand Trunk, with 
a run between Port Huron and De­ 
troit and all his spare time in the 
latter city was spent in the Public 
Library, where he garnered scraps 
of inform ation which he used in 
the “ Weekly H erald,” a paper he 
printed on the train and sold for a 
price th a t varied with the impor­ 
tance of the news it contained.

ducting an experim ent he dropped 


a stick of phosphorus, starting a 
fire that caused the conductor to 
put the youthful scientist off the 
train afte r boxing his ears with 
such vigor that Edison has since 
suffered acute deafness. 
The doorway to success opened 
to Edison through an 
accident. 
While sitting in the office of the 
Gold &. Stock Telegraph Co., the 
instrum ent stopped. Edison fixed 
it and was made m anager with a 
salary of $800 a month. He im­ 
proved the instrum ent and formed 
Pope, Edison & Co., Electrical E n ­ 
gineers 
and 
General 
Telegraph 
Agency. 
A fter the form ation of his first 
company, Edison’s rise to the sum­ 
mit was rapid. 
With the touch of 
inventive genius, of which he is the 
greatest example, he time after 
time accomplished “ the impossible” 
until the world ceased to wonder 
at the miracles he perform ed. 
A list of his inventions numbers 
over 1,000, aitiong them the cine­ 
matograph, one of the greatest in­ 
dustries in the world today. 
Al­ 
though he did not invent the tele­ 
graph, telephone and typewriter, 
his improvements made these in­ 
ventions commercial successes, but 
it is to him we owe the phonograph, 
Stock ticker, electrically operated 
street car. 
mimeograph, 
storage 


►-battery, and greatest boon of all, 
the incandescent lamp. 
Edison has always resented be­ 
ing called a genius. 
“ Genius,” he 
said, “ is I per ren t inspiration and 
99 
per cent perspiration. 
The 
three g reat essentials necessary to 
achieve anything worth while ara 
work, stick-to-itiveness and com­ 
mon sense.” 
He works harder and sleeps less 
than any other leading figure in 
history and his brain is always 
busy with a new idea. 
He has been decorated by every 
governm ent on earth but cares 
nothing for honors, preferring the 
plaudits of his more humble fellow 
countrymen. 
For the last couple of years Edi­ 
son has been busy on a scheme for 
extracting rubber from goldenrod 
and has professed himself satisfied 
with the progress he has made to­ 
ward that end. 
His present illness is the culmi­

of

diabetes, 
Bright’s disease and stomach ulcers 
which necessitated the 84-year-old 
inventor rem aining on an almost 
exclusive milk diet.

NEED CAFETERIA 


THE LAMB WAS SURE TO GO 


Provide Self-Feeders for Lit­ 
ter Quite Early. 


Little pips need a lot of feed to 
make hogs of themselves, says John 
I*. Willman of tile New York State 
College of Agriculture, In recommend­ 
ing geli-feeders for [lips after they are 
about three weeks old. 
If the sow is 
self-fed the pips may eat grain when 
they wish ; if there is no self feeder 
for the sow, then a creep should he 
provided so the pigs may eat any time, 
he advises. 
Nearly till the sows with suckling 
pigs have been self-fed at the college 
farm at Cornell for the past two years. 
It has [iroved more satisfactory than 
the hand feeding method, especially 
with litters of six or more [lips. 
Tile 
same grain mixture fed the sow is 
used for the pigs. 
Tile mixture has 
Go pounds of yellow hominy, 20 pounds 
of wheat middlings, 5 pounds of fish 
meal, .3 pounds of linseed meal, and 7 
pounds of chopped alfalfa hay. 
Corn­ 
meal or ground barley may he sub 
stituted for the hominy; arid tankage 
may he used in place of the fish meal. 
The chopped alfalfa may he left out 
when the sows and litters are on pas­ 
ture. 
Pigs that have been properly fed 
and handled during the Buckling period 
are the most economical feeders, he 
says, and In addition, the pigs that 
have grain during Hie suckling period 
are larger at weaning time and have 
less setback when weaned. 
In addition to good feed and plenty 
of it, pigs should he free from worms 
and kept In clean dry pens. 
Pens 
should he scrubbed with water and lye 
and then disinfected before farrowing 
time and the sow's sides scrubbed 
with a stiff brush and soap and water 
before farrowing to eliminate possible 
infection from worms. 
Pigs should 
be hauled to pasture that has not been 
used by hogs for at least two years. 
and kept there for three 
or 
four 
months.
